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The Examiner notes that the applicant has amended claim 52 to add in the language "the proposal for invention having a confidentiality 
level determined by the first computing device". 

The Esaminer has carefully considered that applicant's arguments and finds that applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Applicant 
claims "determining by a first computing device a confidentiality level for the proposal of the invention. The Examiner outlined in detail in 
the Office Action mailed on 2/2/06 the reasons why the Examiner does not find the specification enabling for determining a confidentiality 
level. For example, the applicant states on page 31 of the specification that the Security System 150 may have a central processing unit 
(CPU) which may use a heuristic analysis program to weigh these factors and determine an appropriate confidentiality level. The 
applicant has not defined the criteria used to make a determination, how the factors are weighted, or what hueristic analysis is used to 
make the determination. On page 32 of the specification, the applicant states that the decrypted patent proposal input file 704 is sent to a 
Security Information Extractor 715, which extracts security information necessary for the Security System 150 to determine the appropriate 
level of confidentiality. However, the applicant has not defined what security information is necessary to determine the appropriate levels 
of confidentiality or how the computer extracts information necessary to make the determinaton. 



Applicant argues that Claim 14 is not taught by Mayer or Takano. The Examiner does not find applicant's arguments persuasive. The 
Examiner has addressed these limitations in the rejection in the Office Action mailed on 2/2/06. 

As for applicant's arguments as to claims 1, 46 52 and 82, the Examiner does not find these persuasive and maintains the rejection. 
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
